She adds: " There shrmU 
1« no male principal at the distant, not lo sa> 
inaccessible summit of a mountain chain o 
teachPis, with a salary thrice or four times tha 
ol the female subordinates, under the rnisuikei 
Idea that only a man can organize and adminis 
ler. Organization should take its proper placi 
in the rear and teaching should take ils prope 
place at the front, and lie who can best teach- 
that is, he who can best stimulate and guid 
the infant mind aud heait—shall be chosfin 
tuacher and shall have an adequate and honor- 
able salaij, wlnlhfir he be man or woman. 
As economy is lo be consulted, we will consult 
it, not by reducing the salaries of teachers— 
tlw peisons whodu Hie indispensable work and 
concerning whose character and fitness we cau- 
not be too exacting—but by cutting oil at one 
fell swoop the unnecessary stepping-stones, not 
to say stumbling-blocks, between the commu- 
nity and the teachers. Slate Boaids should be 
summarily splinteicd, and our lately-invented 
Superintendent of Schools, would escape anni- 
hilation only by th« skin of his teeth. In our 
present system "he is an agreeable and pleasant 
person, but an entile supernumerary." 


Let the youth of Ameiica bethink itself of 


its pi Hues, its pi isms, and ils potatoes, and 
read what our neighbor, Lord Dut'erin, says 
about it. He declares that he has been struck 
by the absence ill American children of the 
deference and respect lo those who are older 
than themselves lo which Europeans still cling. 
And he makes, fuithor, the remarkable state- 
ment that in his travels on this continent lie 
has seen children whom lie has been " tempted 
to take up and give a good whipping." He 
doth illustiate. "1 have seen them," he says, 
•' thrust aside two gentlemen in conversation, 
trample on ladies' dresses, shoulder their way 
ubout without a thought of the inconvenience 
they were occasioning." Lord Dufletin certain- 
ly has icason; if patriotism forbids Ameiicans 
lo go so far as to call the children of the coun- 
try as a whole illiiianncred, they are a least oh- 
li"i-d to contess to tlie prevailing absence of 
« deference and respect." It is true there is 
very little of the generous senti-ii'iil of rcver- 
.jnce and estecm'for aje among the young peo- 
ple of this young nation audit does not assist 
them in llie dignities and graces of life that it 
should be so.

In October, 1873, a battle took place at tlie

Agency, Yanktoti, Dakota, between 


he Sioux and Ponca Indians. 
Tho Sioux 


lumbered about 200 warriors, while the Poncas 
nustered only sixty-five braves, hut tlie dis- 
crepancy was somewhat balanced by the Toncas 
being entrenched In their agency building. 
One incident of the engagement is worthy of 
mention. A Sioux brave had gained the shel- 
er of one of the buildings, from which posi- 
ion lie was enabled to lire at bis foes from 
hort range. While he was standing just at 
he corner of the building loading his gun, a 
'onca squaw rushed from the house, and, be- 
bre the Sioux could defend himself, gave him 
slashing cut across the abdomou will) a huge 


knife, literally embowelling him. As she 
tiuck him, the Sioux involuntarily bent for- 
waid, clasping his abdomen with both hands, 
ind just at that Instant the squaw grabbed him 
by the hair, and, with a savage stioke of the 
knife, scalped him. Shaking her gory trophy 
aloft, and giving a shrill cry of defiance, ulie 
larted back into the building in safety, followed 
by a dozen rifle-balls from as many Sioux, who 
fiom a distance saw the result ol the sortie' 
i'he effect was perfectly maddening upon the 
lioux, for to have one of their warriors scaljieJ 
by a squaw was a disgrace which could only be 
wiped out by the blood of the entne band of 
Poncas. They rushed for the buildings, but 
were met by a fire which laid seveial of them 
ow, and so cooled the aidor of the rest that 
they retired to a safe distance, without having 
ujtired their foes. 
The act of the squaw 


seemed to inspira the Poncas, and, flaunting 
rom a window the scalp of the unfortunate 
Sioux, they utteied yells of derision and con- 
tempt which nearly drove the Sioux fiantic.

THE CBi'BA" COKX D.iXCE OF THE 
COMAA'- 


CItE.1. 


This festival occurs in the latter part of July, 


or the hot moon. In the year 1853, it was 
leld in the valley of the jV/annwwtu, and is 
thus described in Nclstm Lee's narrative of 
captivity : "The (lay picccedmg the dance, the 
whole tube assembled in the square of the vil- 
agc. In the centre stood the piophet, Karolo, 
signifying a star, or planet; immediately 
iiotind him, in a circle, were gathered the chiefs 
and principal men, seated on the ground ; be- 
:iind these were the warriors, and in the rear 
the women and children. Karola, the prophet, 
addressed them long and earnestly, and made 
many gestures. Though I could not under- 
stand his language, I knew from his manner 
and the intonations of his voice, that the senti- 
ments to which he gave expression, came from 
the inmost depth of his heart. So near as 1 
was able to comprehend, he was commenting 
on the wonderful goodness of Ihc Great Spirit, 
who gave them glean corn in its season, and ex- 
horting them to thankfulness for the same. 


The next day, outside of the village, numer- 


ous fites were kindled at shoit distances from 
each other round a largo circle, which included 
between one and two acres. Each family had 
its separate file, aud by each fire was a quanti- 
ty of green corn, piled ou a buffalo skin. When 
the squaws had roasted it, the prophet, the 
civil and war chiefs, and a few others, took a 
position in the centre of the circle, while the 
tribe, numbering some six hundred, ranged 
themselves outside the fires, and tlie dance be- 
i?an. Hound and round they went, singing their 
green corn song, which sounded in my ears 
like the perpetual repetition of"«/mK, alio 
ulto, ft/low," keeping time to rude specimens of 
music, hammered out of a dry skin drawn ovei 
a hoop, and extracted from a quick ami violent 
collison of buffalo hones—a performance simi- 
lar to that common among negro minstrels. 
Finally, they huddled together on the south 
side of the circle, and sal down. Karolo ad- 
dressed them bi Icily, and was followed in a few 
remaiks by the chiefs. The prophet then walk- 
ed around the circle, raising his hands above the 
separate piles of roasted corn as he passed 
them, talking all the while, as if invoking a 
blessing, arid having made tlie ciVcnit, the tribe 
gathered in distinct squads about the several 
fires, and 
commenced 
eating. 
When the 


roasted ears were shelled to the last kmial, the 
festival of the green corn dance was over, and 
they went hack, singing, to the town."

A PATAOOXIAS 
MARRIAGE. 


While the contract of marttage among the 


Patagonians is so jealously regarded by the 
chiefs as to be subject to a veto in every case 
where a pioposed match appears unsuitable, 
the ceremony is literally nothing at all. Due 


of will or ability to appropriate the first that 
came within his reach. On the contrary, he 
claimed lo be as ingenious and accomplished a 
thief as ever swung a lasso or ran off a bone, 
and a mighty hunter besides/whose wlfejwould' 
never snlfer for want of grease. The""inexora- 
blc chief hcrcat got considerably excited, told 
him he was a poor devil, and might be off with 
himself; he wouldn't Ulk any more about it. 


The suppliant, as a last resort, appealed to 


the fair one heiself, begging her to smile on his 
suit, and assuring her, with marked emphasis, 
that, if successful in his aspirations, he would 
give her plenty of grease. At this last argu- 
ment she was unable to resist longer, but en- 
treated her father to sanction their union. 
But the hard-hearted parent, not at all mollified 
by this appeal from his decision to an inferior 
tribunal, broke out in a towering passion, and 
poiired forth a torrent of abuse. Tho mother here 
interposed, and besought him mot to be angry 
with the young folks, but to deal more gently* 
and considerately with them. She even hinted 
that be might have done injustice t* the youne 
man. He might turn out a smarter man than 
he had credit for. He might—who knew ?—' 
make a fine chief yet, possess plenty of horses, 
and prove a highly eligible match for tlieir 
daughter. The old fellow had been (for him) 
quite moderate, but this was too much. His 
rage completely mastered him. He rose up, 
seized the pappoose's cradle, and hurled it vio- 
lently out of doors, and the other chatties ap- 
pertaining to his daughter went after it in rapid 
succession. 
He then ordered her to follow her 


goods intlwiter, with which benediction she de- 
parted, icsponding with a smile of satisfaction, 
doubtless anticipating the promised luxuries of 
her new home, the vision of which, through 
the present tempest, fortified her mind against 
its worst perils. Leaving the lodge, she gath- 
ered tip her scattered effects, and, accompanied 
by l.er mother, the bridal party disappeared. 


The chief sat on his horse-skin, his legs 


crossed partly under him, looked sour enough. 
Piraently Ihe bride and her mother, returned, 
and now began Ihe second scene. The chief 
no sooner recognized Ihem than a sound— 
something between a grunt and a growl, but 
much nearer the latter than the former, and in 
a decided crescendo—gave warning of a fresh 
eruption. The rumbling grew more emphatic, 
and suddenly his fury burst on the head of hia 
wile. Seizing her by the hair, he hurled her 
violently to tlie ground, and beat her with his 
clenched flsts till I thought he would break 
every bone in her body, and reduce her sub- 
stance to a jelly. The drubbing ended, she 
rose and muttered something he did not like. 
Ue replied by a violent blow on the side of the 
head, that sent her staggering to the further 
cud of the hut. 
This last argument was deci- 


sive, and she kept her huge mouth closed for 
the night. There was a silent pause for some 
minutes, and, without another word, we ranged 
ourselves for repose, I thought tlie old heath- 
en's conscience troubled him through the night; 
his sleep was bioken, and lie appeared »ery 
resllcss. Early the next morning he went to 
the lodge of the newly-married pair, aud had 
a long chat with them. They thought him 
rather severe upon them at first; but, after a 
good deal of diplomacy, a better understanding 
was brought about. The young people could 
hardly get over •jMiueSof the indignities they 
had received; But" iri~tlM "course of the day 
they returned, bag aud baggage, to the old 
chiefs tent, and made it their permanent 
abode."

which graces similar occasions elsewhere. Mr. 
B. F. Bourne relates, in his " Life Among tlni 
.Jiunts," the particulars of a Patagonian mai- 
iage in " high life." 


"One evening, the chief, his four wives, two 


langhtets, an infant granddaughter, arid my- 
self, were scattered about the lodg», enveloped 
n a smoke of unusual strength and density. 
While the others sat aiound as unconcerned as 
so many pieces of bacon, I lay flat, .will: my 
face close to Ihe ground, and my head covered 
with a piece of guanaco-skin, the only position 
n which it was posiiule to gain any ichcf from 
the stilling fumigation. While in Ibis a'titude, 
I fancied.1 heard tlie tramp of many feet with- 
out, and a confused muttering, as if a multi- 
tude of Indians were talking togeiher. Pres- 
enlly a hoarse voice sounded in front, eiidently 
aimed at the ears of some one within, lo which 
Ihe chief promptly replied. I caught a few 
words,—enough to satisfy me that thero was a' 
lady in the case,—and listened curiously. The 
conversation grew anitnaled, and the equanim- 
ity of the chief was somewhat disturbed. I 
cast a penetrating glance into the smnke at the 
female members of our household, to discern, 
If possible, whether any one of them was spe- 
cialy interested. One look was sufficient; tlie 
chief's daughter (who, by the way, was a quasi 
widow, with one hopeful scion' springing up by 
tier side) sat listening to the conversation, with 
anxiely and apprehension visible in every fea- 
ture. Her mother sat near her, her chin rest- 
ing upon her hand, with an anxious and 
thoughtful expiession of countenance. 
The 


invisible speaker without, it soon appeared, 
was an unsuccessful suitor of the daughter, 
nnd had come witli his friends to press his claim. 
Ue urged his suit, if not with classic, with 
earnest eloquence, Uut with success ill propor- 
tioned to his efforts. 
The chief told him he 


was a poor, good-for-nothing fellow, had no 
noises, and was unfit to be his son-in-law, or 
any one else's. Tlie outsider was not to be so 
easily put of); he pressed his suit with fresh 
energy, affirming that his deficiency of horses 
was from want of opportunity, not from'lack

EXPEBIENOE TO BE THOU&HT OF. 


BY WILLIAM H. YEOMANS. 


A writer lias said, " [ am an old man, up- 


wauls of three score years, dining two scores 
of which I have been a tiller of the soil. I 
cannot say that I am rich now, but I have been 
rich, and do not owe a dollar; I have given 
my children a good education, and when I am 
called away, will leave thorn enough to keep 
the wolf away from the door. 


My experience has taught me this : One 


acie of land, well prepared, manured and cul- 
tivated, will produce more than two acres which 
receive only the same amount of manure and 
labor expended on one. 


Ooe cow, horse, mule sheep or hog, well fed, 


is more profitable than two kept on the amount 
of food necessary to keep one well. 


One acie of clover or grass is worth more 


than two acres of cotton, where no grass or 
clover is raised. 


No fanner who buys oats, wheat, corn, fod- 


det and hay, as a rule, for ten years, can keep 
the sheriff from the door in the end. 


The farmer who never reads nn agricultural 


paper, ami sneers at book farming and improve- 
ments, always has a leaky roof, poor stock, bro- 
ken down fences, and complains of ' bad sea- 
sons.' 


The farmer whose habitual beverage is cold 


water, is healthier, wealthier and wiser, than 
he who does not.refuse a drink." 


It is not often that an expeiicnce is so clear- 


ly and briefly stated as the above, and yet 
there is no doubt but that there are very many 
that might be stated, which would be as en- 
couraging. Notwithstanding the oft repeated 
cry that " Fanning don'l.pay," statistics, could 
they bo had, would go to prove tlie contrary. 
A simple comparison of the present with the 
past, has a lesson that teaches a reasonable 


piled with improved implements, and tin car- 
riage in which to ride; the family is fed upon 
all the dainties that the market affords, or tha 
culinary skill of the good housewife can pro- 
vide, and clothed jn' nice and fashionable fab- 
rics of the day ; the 'family are abundantly ed- 
ucated, and furnished with reading in the li- 
brary, aud the many publications of the day, 
and yet with all this list of life long expendi- 
tures, it is thought remarkable, if tn the case 
of all those whose babits are not such as to 
preclude tlie' same, upon the decease of the 
farmer, he has not an accumulation of property 
amounting to some thousands of dollars. Now 
it is very remarkable if none of these accumu- 
lations have came from the farm. 


It requires no demonstrating to prove that in 


order that land may produce maximum and 
lh« most profitable crops, it must be well ma- 
nured, cultivated aud prepared; and, no mat- 
ter how much may be said against the proposi- 
tion, tho inexorable logic of facts shows that 
there , is a change in that very direction, 
and as a general rule, farinas change for the 
better if tbeV-~are progressive farmers. 
The 


number^of cultivated acres is diminishing, and 
yet the crops aiev increasing; the products per 
acre is being doubled or more, which will ac- 
count for this, and withal the fanner does not 
labor as severely. 


Ask those farmers, who, in the vain hope of 


wintering a large amount of stock, have fur- 
nished to twe animals only what food should 
have been given to one, and who before the ad- 
vent of spring, is called upon to drag away the 
dead carcasse»nof a portion of their herd of ani- 
mals, and they will give an opinion favorable 
to liberal feeding. It Is better in all respects. 
An equal amount of manure will be obtained, 
two good animals are better than four poor 
ones; a eood cow will produce, on an abun 
dance of food, as much milk as two half kept, 
and so in all directions. It must not be sup- 
posed that in the advocacy of keeping many- 
animals upon a farm for the purpose of in- 
cieasing the manure, and so increasing the 
ciops, to make still greater increase of animals, 
anticipates a lack of care and keeping, far from 
it; keep no more animals than can be well 
kept, but husband all fertilizers so that the 
grass and other crops may be largely augment- 
ed, and so the amouut of stock also increased. 


It is a bad sign for a farmer to buy grain for 


his own use, unless he is in the cultivation of 
some special crop, which is remunerative so 
far above these as to warrant such a course. 
This has been, practised to a considerable ex- 
tent in the Connecticut Valley, where tobacco 
has been a leading, aud almost exclusive crop. 
We have doubted the expediency of this course 
for some time, and now the farmers themselves 
are coining to see the want of wisdom in such 
a course, and it is being abandoned to a con- 
siderable extent. 


And yet it can be done there, where the 


meadows arc all self-sustaining, better than in 
any other sections. But farmers should raise, 
so far as practicable, Ihe grain and grasses nec- 
essary lo be fed upon the farm, and any excess 
that they may desire, and purchase for feeding 
will result in no less. 


With regard to agricultural reading, it may 


be laid down as a correct principle, that, tiavcl 
the country through, those persons who,are 
given to reading agricultural literature, as con- 
Uined in iM DnhlUhpcl wnrl.-«, o» porind^iol., »«> 
much more intelligent, pursuing their labors with 
betler results, than he who has no agricultural 
reading ia his house. 


It is a subject that should cause congratula- 


tion, that Ihe use of alcoholic drinks is to so 
great an extent banished from the fields ; and 
when it is considered thai in HIP times of which 
we spoke above, it was not only the fashion, 
but the universal custom to carry such drinks 
into the field. May it not have had its influ- 
ence in preventing the material prosperity of the 
farmer? We have in mind places that have 
changed hands, from the use of mm, that deadly 
poison that ruins both Ihe body and soil, and yet 
farmers are called upon io encourage the li- 
cense in the traffic. 
God forbid, that through 


blindness they should ever lend any aid in that 
direction.

For instance our native town, which has

An interesting and wonderful relic has been 


brought to light near San Bernardino, C'al., 
whose origin doubtless antedates to a period 
when that country was inhabited by a race ol 
people among whom the arts and sciences had 
attained a degree of perfection rarely surpassed. 
It appears that a man while bathing in a river 
near San Bernardino discovered a dark circular 
object in the bed of the stream, which, on being 
brought to the surface, proved to be a truly 
marvellous piece of workmanship. The arti- 
cle is composed of a certain peculiar slate-col- 
ored stone, similar to that usually employed by 
tlie Indians of British Columbia for the maun 
faclure of pipes, and is not found anywhere ii 
California. In form it is circular, being sotm- 
what shaped like a large dinner plate; ihe bot- 
tom for about six inches in diameter is perfectly 
smooth, and has a circular orifice in the centre 
about half an inch in diameter. Toward the 
rim it presents a slightly convex appearance 
This rim on the under surface is surroundet 
with a wreath of grape vines, so faultlessly eiv 
graved that even the most minute fibres of the 
leaves are clearly outlined true to life. On the 
upper surface of the rim is a peculiar border 
rompo,ed mst of two parallel lines extending 
around the entire rim, with an interval of abou 
two inches between tlie lines. In the centre 
these lines, running at right angles, at regnla 
intervals, are smaller lines converging from the 
inner line in the form of quarter circles, meetinj 
in the centre where they pass through oval: 
Muling on the outer line in the centre of i 
crescent facing outward, while traversing tin 
whole is a wavering line extending around tin 
centre of tlie outer lines. The centre of thi 
curious work, however is the most astonishhi 
portion. On it appears an almost marvellous! 
beautiful and f.iulttesssly executed wreath o 
flowers, leaves, vines and'scroll work, ever 
hud, leal and flower being pet fectly natural an 
lifelike to the minutest detail. The whole i 
polished in the highest manner and is as smool' 
as glass. 
The entire workmanship, in beaut 


of design and delicacy of finish, excels th 
choicest productions of modern artists, an 
shows that the people by whom it wasexecnte 
had reached an advanced stage of civilization 
It is almost witli a feeling of reverence-that w 
gaze upon this relic of a past race, of whom n 
history has yet been found oilier than the ruin; 
scattered on the plains, and whose origin am 
history is enveloped in impenetrable obscuiity 
which probably never will be penetrated throng 
all ages. The plate is in a remarkable sUl 
of preservation, owing, DO doubt, to the hide 
tructible quality of the stone of which it is com 
posed.
